ceived by the London, papers was derived 
from some official source there. The re. 
marks made are sufficient to indicate 
that although Cuong How ‘has not been 
received in England, his advent has attracted 
considerable attention on the part of the Go- 
* yernment, and it is reasonable to concinde 
that the English and Frénch Governmentsaro 
acting upon a common understanding upon 
the matter, and have both taken advantage 
of it to aguin preas the audience question upon 
the Pekin Government, ~ . 
‘We cannot reftaiu from repeating what we 
said before on this point,thatis, it is to be fear- 
ed our diplomatiets in China are making too 
much of the audience question. What prac- 
tical results are expected to accrue from the 
privilege which is sought being granted? We 
are told that our influence in China will be 
greatly increased; but we were toldthis would 
de the result of our having: access to Pekin, 
and yet circumstances have of late shown 
very clearly that foreign influence in China 
haa-fallen to a lower ebb than it ever held 
before oven in the worst days. The treaty is 
not more respected than it, was then, and onr 
means of rodreys nve certainly not better than 
when we negotiated with the lvcal authori- 
ties, ‘What wagio is it supposed will be 
found in the grand privilege of seeing a eemi- 
barbarous potentate upon his throne? It will 
have the effect of enabling a few diplomatista 
to fee! the inward satisfaction that they have 
bean in the bast Chinese Sociaty; it will af- 
ford paragraphs and perhaps sketches for the 
papers and texts for enthusiasts; but will it 
aid us in settling tho political and commer- 
cial difficulties which now stand in the way 
of foreign prograss. The only way in which 
it would tond to this result would be by in- 
creasing the respect of the Chinese people, 
and especially the officials, for foraigners; and 
“this effect it would no doubt have, if the fact 
wore properly published. .,But we may be 
quite certain that it will ba entirely misre- 
presented. If the preseuce of the Ministers 
at the capital was currently reported to be 
norely tho temporary result of a raid of 
the barbarian which would be speedily put | 
down, as was undoubtedly the fact, can we 
conclude anything else but that the greatest 
efforts will be made to misreprasent the pre- 
sentation to the Emperor, upon which tho of 
ficials attach so much importance? The like- 
. lihood is that the general influence of foreign-- 
era jn the country will not be in any way 
increased by this step, and, however flatter- 
ing {t may be to diplomatists, ite pructical 
result will be disappointing. 
- There is, however, ona way, in which 
the concession of the audience privilege 
may be turned to good account, that is, 
-by making se of it as a Handle to induce the 
Chinese Government to grant more material 
concessions, If it be agreed that, on condi- 
tion of the inland navigation and illegal ex- 
action questions being sattled upon a aatis- 
factory basis, the audience concession will not 
be at once acted upon, we shall always bave 
. a lever by weans of which we may etimulate 
eluggish. officials at the capital into some- 
thing like progressive action. In this wa, 
that is as a means to an end, the audience 
concession uray prove of value, but intiteelf 
we cannot help thinking it is of lesa import- 
ance than has been commonly represented,”
